was in favor of the War Debart- 
mcnt controlling the prices of all 
military supplies.

Washington heard about his un­

speech, 
t h e 
sparks flew, 
Lt. Gen. Brehon 
Somervell, chief of Service and 
Supply , called in Col. Boy d, told 
him his behavior was irregular 
and warned him that this was the 
kind of conduct which might re­ 
sult in court m artial proceedings. 
Meanwhile, some of the war 
department brass-hats apparently 
side with Col. Boy d. 
For Con­ 
gressman Dow H arter of Akron, 
Ohio, 
has introduced a bill, in­ 
spired either by the brass-hats or 
Ohio industrialists, barring the 
OPA from jurisdiction over mili­ 
tary supplies. 
However, OPA ex perts point 
out that on cost-plus contracts, 
tank manufacturers have no in­ 
centive to keep down labor, ma­ 
terials, etc. They merely draw up 
a cost sheet, add $5,000 profit for 
each tank, and the government 
pay s the bill.

Both sides can be conceded sincerity and hon­ 
esty of view. The issue was and ia one of insight 
and knowledge of what is going on in the world.

So my 
thanks are not pria^arily for your kind and 
appreciative words about myself, though 1 
do most heartily thank you, but for the rev’cla- 
tion in it of a generous and a noble mind. I am 
here in very beautiful surroundings—but I long 
for the day when 1 can return to Lincoln to 
to which 1 belong and which is a part of me.”

Richard O. Johnson, mayor, over 
items in the expense accoimt for 
the mayor’s trip to Washington 
D. C. to atend the National C^on 
ference of Mayors demonstrates 
clearly an inherent weakness in 
the present form of government 
tor the city of Lincoln. 
Theoretically under that form 
we have a three-headed executive 
(three directors) and the mayor 
a supervisory executive exercis­ 
ing only general supervision over 
the administration of city affairs 
r.nd as a part time Job. The re­ 
sponsibility for administration of 
city affairs is supposed to rest 
upon the three directors. 
The 


three director* are supposed to be 
the administrative officers of the 
city government and fuU-tirae em­ 
ployés and are paid accordir.gly. 
Ag a practical and actual situa­ 
tion the people of the city regard 
the mayor as the chief executive 
of the city—and always shall— 
and as a practical and actual 
situation the mayor must devote 
his full time to the duties of the 
olfice, instead of part time at in­ 
tended, and for the paltry sum of 
$ 1020 per year.

If the present form of city gov­ 
ernment is to be retained a slight 
change is absolutely necessary. 
The mayor should be paid 
a sal­ 
ary of approximately $ 5000 per 
year and the position made a full­ 
time job. 
Then he should be 
made the actual chief executive 
of the city government, and en­ 
tirely and solely responsible for 
the administration of all city af- 
iair*. 
Two of the present direc­ 
tors could be retained performing 
the duties they now perform but 
finally responsible to the mayor 
as the chief executive of the city 
government for their administra­ 
tive acts. 
This needed change In the form 
of the city government could be 
made without any added cost. 
The office of director of the de­ 
partments of public safety (police 
end fire) and the health depart- 
nsent should be abolished and 
those department* transferred to 
the office of the mayor for ad­ 
ministration by the mayor. That 
is where they naturally and right­ 
ly belong with th# mayor com­ 
monly regarded as the chief law 
enforcement officer of the city. 
The $ 3600 now paid that director 
could be paid to the mayor mak­ 
ing his salary $ 4620.00 per year. 
That .salary would attract capable 
and efficient men to the office of 
mayor. 
With this change a mayor could 
really administer the duties of 
the office and could pay his own 
expenses for trips to the National 
Conference of Mayors. 
Also, 
with 
this 
change 
the 
mayor would then be the one ac­ 
tually responsible for the admin­ 
istration of citv affairs and a per­ 
son whom a citizen having busi­ 
ness with the city could lay his 
fingers on. Under the present set- 
UD a citizent with a complaint 
against an administrative act is 
shunted back and forth from the 
directors to councilmen without 
ever finding the responsible per- 
son. 
Tiie mayor should be the pre­ 
siding officer at council meetings 
under the changed set-up without 
a vote except in case of a tie. 
The original sponsors of this 
form of government now recog- 
i.ize thi.s inherent weakness and 
have stated that it should be cor­ 
rected.

to wing and o ther services per­ 
fo rmed in co nnectio n with auto ­ 
mo tive vehicles. Repairs o f tubes, 
except retreading and recapping 
o f tires; repair and rental o f parts 
and accesso ries, such as radio s, 
batteries, and o thers. Prices o n 
all co mmo dities when 
so ld 
in 
co nnectio n with the sale o f ser­ 
vices. 
Felto n listed these “musts’* by 
which 
auto mo tive 
sho ps 
may 
co mply with the new service price 
reg ulatio n: 
Charg e no mo re than yo u did 
in March, o r charg e no mo re 
than yo u wo uld have charg ed in 
March fo r services o ffered, but 
no t so ld.
